FIRST HILP IN 19S1 

The third annual Kentucky high 
SI hool tennis tournament will be 
held Ftiday and Saturday. May 12 
and 13 on the University courts. 
Considerable interest lias been 
shown in the two tournaments 
held, and it i.s expected that the 
coming tournament will be the best 
j^r held. 

The first tournament held two 
years ago. was more or less of an 
experiment to learn if the Ken- 
tucky high sclMOia wore Interested 
in taking part In a tennia tourna- 
ment. It was thought best to lim- 
it the competition to doubles only, 
and there were some thirteen 
schcxjls represented. The winning 
team was from Woodford school 
and was composed of Nathan El- 
liot, who is now a freshman in the 
University, and Myers Whlttaker. 
The runner-up team represented 
Berea Normal School, and Ita mem- 
bers were John MCOonald and 
Shelby Wagers 

Last year, contests in both sin- 
gles and doubles were held and 20 
schools entered teams. The com- 
petition was keen throughout, and 
the type of tennis was somewhat 
better than tliat shown in the 
1931 tourney. The singles winner 
was Joe OBrien. Highlands liitjli 
school of Port Thomas. In win- 
ning, he defeated both Elliot and 
Whlttaker. who ranked fourth and 
fifth respectively. The runner-up 
was Charles Coleman, representing 
Danville high .school. The doubles 
were won by Warfleld Donahue and 
Oeorge Trakas.

To Maia, mother of the fleet and handsome Mercury, 
th« RomaiM Mfeatod the flrat &»f of May, which wm ob- 

sorvod with appropriate s;icrific(>H to tho pfoddps.i and her 
son. Later the "Merry Knglish" continued the celebration 
and in many sections of the country all classes of iieople 
•till arise at early dawn and go "a-llaying" to welcome the 
advent of npring. Inhabitants bedeck themselves with spring 
flowers and gather in tribute to the gwldess F'lora. 

The May-pole fwmarljr waa recognised tiirougliout Eng- 
land. Inhabitants of a town would march to a nearby forest 
and Iriiimphantiy would ri'turn with the May-pok;, around 
wliich were suspended garlands of flowers and other tokens 

of tho ipriBf aaasoo.
